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THE NEWSPAPER COLLECTION OF THE HISTORICAL,- 
MEMORIAL AND ART DEPARTMENT OF IOWA

This institution came into existence in 1892 and was founded 
by the Hon. Charles Aldrich. Newspapers were offered him by 
publishers in Iowa—bound volumes as well as current papers. 
In 1905 many leading dailies of the United States were re- 
ceived upon subscription, until 1914 when it was found neces- 
sary to discontinue these on account of the crowded condition in 
the newspaper division. 

We now have 10,995 volumes of bound newspapers. Of these, 
2,341 non-Iowa papers were taken from our stacks in 1923 and 
stored where they are not accessible. All these 8,654 volumes 
remaining, are Iowa papers, except 225 volumes of the New 
York Herald and 103 volumes of New York Times, and 17 other 
various old New York papers. The Herald and the Times give 
us a continuous New York paper from 1848 to 1923. 

We have 2,299 volumes tied and ready for the binder. These 
accumulate at the rate of 256 volumes each year. We are re- 
ceiving 276 weekly Iowa papers each week, and 32 Iowa dailies. 
The New York Times is the only non-Iowa paper we are receiv- 
ing at present, and the only paper for which we pay. 

During the year 1930 a rearrangement of the entire newspaper 
division has taken place. We have 21 steel stacks as shown by 
the accompanying diagrams. The stacks and sections are num- 
bered, and the following alphabetical list of bound newspapers 
show the stack and sectional location of each volume. A card 
index of my own invention, shows the exact shelf upon which 
each volume rests, requiring no searching when you reach the 
proper stack, whose number and number of sections are plainly 
painted upon the floor, as indicated in the diagram of the floor 
plan of both stack rooms. 
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The oldest paper we have is the Boston Chronicle of 1768, 
which is now 163 years old. We have a few other papers over 
100 years old, all of which are in a good state of preservation. 
We have a year of the first paper ever printed on what is now 
Iowa soil, which was the Dubuque Visitor, from May 1836 to 
May 1837. 

Our files are used by thousands of people each year, some 
coming from eastern states and remaining here for weeks. Stu-

real history of the state of Iowa, and are becoming more valu-

$17,335.

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ABANDONED TOWNS, VILLAGES AND POST OFFICES 
OF IOWA

DAVIS COUNTY 


Avamsvittz. A post office in Marion Township in 1851. Discon- 
tinued in May of that year and Nottingham post office, located in the 
same township beginning the same year with the same postmaster (Ben- 
jamin Adams), it seems only a change of names of the post office. 
Nottingham post office continued until 1859, and was probably moved 
from house to house, finally being at or near where the Black Hawk 
post office was later, which see below. 

Arnany. A village on the line between section 6, Marion Township, 
and section 1, Union Township, Appanoose County, the village being 
part in each county. The post office was first in Appanoose County 
from 1857 to 1861, and then in Davis County from 1861 to 1901. See 
also Soap Creek below. 

Asax. A post office in the early 1880’s located in a store in the 
south section 13 of Grove Township, the extreme southeast corner of 
the township. 

Brack Hawk. A post office from 1895 to 1901 in the southern side 
of section 29, Marion Township. 

Brown’s Miuzs. A post office in section 10, Soap Creek Township, 
from 1869 to 1871. 

Carron Hm. The name of the post office at the railway station of 
Carbon in 1879. 

Cuerauest. A post office in Lick Creek Township from 1851 to 1871. 
It seems to have moved from farm house to farm house for several 
years and then located at the hamlet of Dunnville, sometimes called 
Noseville, but platted in 1851 as Pleasant View, on the north side of 
section 82, Lick Creek Township. There was another Chequest at a 
later date, which see below. 

Curevrst. The name of the post office from 1885 to 1905 at the 
hamlet in section 4, Union Township, previously known as Gandytown, 
also Noblesville, and later Halltown. The post office had just previously 
been called Hall, which see below. There was another Chequest at an 
earlier date, which see above. 

Det Norte. Platted as a village in 1851 in the extreme southwest of 
Grove Township, in the south section 18. Post office, 1851-53. 

Dover. See Stringtown below. 

Dunnvuiz. See Pleasant View below. 

Fox. The name of the post office in 1842 or 1843 at what later be- 
came Stringtown, which see below. Later there was another post office 
named Fox, which see below, 
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Fox. A post office in Fox River Township from 1859 to 1863 located 
a short distance east of the present post office of Bunch, perhaps in 
section 9. For an earlier post office named Fox, see above. 

Ganpytown. See Chequest above. 

Hat. The name of the post office at Chequest for a brief period 
around 1885. 

Harnor. A post office from 1857 to 1863 in section 35, Soap Creek 
Township, about one mile northwest of the present village of Belknap. 

Harprrsvitte. See Stringtown below. 

Lewiston. A post office for a period around 1845 at the cross roads 
about two miles north of Bloomfield on the Belknap road, on the south- 
east corner of the intersection in section 13, township 69 north, range 
14 west. 

Lunsrorv. A post office from 1901 to 1908 at a coal mine in the 
south section 14, Wyaconda Township, near the Missouri line. 

Martinssurc. Platted as a town in 1856 where the present village 
of Mark now stands. It was later replatted as Martinsville. 

Martinsyitte, See Martinsburg above. 

Mount Catvary. A post office from 1853 to 1863 near the southeast 
quarter of section 19, Fox River Township. 

Nostesvitte. See Chequest above. 

Nosrvittr. See Chequest above. 

Norrincuam. A post office in Marion Township from 1851 to 1859. 
See Adamsville above. 

Oax Srrtna. A post office in the eastern part of Marion Township 
from 1851 to 1899. It probably moved from farm house to farm house, 
but at least part of the time was in section 23. 

Preasanr View. Platted as a village in 1851 in the northern part of 
section 32, Lick Creek Township. See Chequest above. 

Rankin Crry, A village platted near the present town of Floris in 
1871, but failed to develop. 

Rarer. The name of the post office at the railway station of Carbon 
in 1895 and for a brief time before and after that date. 

Ricumonp. A proposed village in section 16, Perry Township, about 
four miles northeast of Bloomfield. It was platted in 1848. 

Roscor. Platted in 1849 as a town in section 5, Roscoe Township, 
but never became more than a hamlet. 

Sarr Crrex. A post office in Salt Creek Township, perhaps first 
located in section 10, and later in Paul Shepherd’s store in section 17, 
about three and one-half miles east of Floris. It ran from 1851 to 1863, 
and its discontinuance was likely because of Shepherd’s disloyalty dur- 
ing the Civil War. 

Soap Creek. A post office in Marion Township from 1851 to 1857. 
It seems to have been the predecessor of Albany post office, as it ceased 
to exist when Albany began and is shown on the maps to have been 
close by. 


Soar Creek Muis, A hamlet of some size and importance in a very 
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early day in the northwest corner of section 3, Salt Creek Township, 
on Soap Creek. 

Srrinevirre. A village in section 34, Wyaconda Township, about 
one and one-fourth miles north of Savannah. It was platted in 1859 
and was prosperous for a few years. 

Srivesvi.1e. Former name of the present village of Stiles. 

Srrincrown. A village about one mile south of the village of Troy. 
The post office at this place was called Fox from 1842 to 1853. It was 
platted as Dover in 1848, but was called Harpersville sometimes and 
later Stringtown, and had a post office by the latter name from 1853 
to 1867. 

Taytor. A post office from 1851 to 1865 in section 31, Union Town- 
ship, about three miles northwest of Pulaski. 

Tippo. The name of the post office in 1849 where later the present 
village of Savannah was built. 

Uucre Ane. A post office in 1863 in section 24, Fox River Town- 
ship, about one mile east and two and one-half north of West Grove. 

Waneta. A post office from 1897 to 1995 at the A. R. Lightfoot 
store in the southwest quarter of section 5, Roscoe Township. 

Wrerine Wittow. A post office in West Grove Township from 1853 
to 1855. It seems to have been about two miles west and one-fourth 
mile south of the present village of West Grove, and the predecessor of 
the present post office of West Grove. 

Wurre Exm. A post office in Salt Creek Township from 1893 to 
1905. During most of its existence it was at a store run by John M. 
Carroll slightly east of the center of the west side of section 25. 

Wootryyite. A hamlet in the southwestern part of section 1, Fox 
River Township, about three miles west of Drakesville.

Bracewett. In southern part of Woodland Township. Post office, 
1893-1903. 

Burret. In northwestern part of Burrell Township. Post office, 
1893-1900. 

Cora. In northwestern part of Fayette Township, as shown on maps

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Funx’s Mus. In the northeastern part of Grand River Township. 
Post office, 1863-73. 

Green Vartey. In the southeast corner of section 12, Richland 
Township. Post office, 1871-89. 

Hicusrrer. In the southern part of Eden Township, as shown on 
maps of 1887. 

Honeartan Serriement. A village in the northeastern part of New 
Buda Township. See maps of 1855-57. 

InvEPENDENCE. The first name given the present city of Leon, in 
1853. The name was soon changed to South Independence, and to Leon 
in 1855. 

Lrrrite River. In the southern part of Eden Township. Post office, 
1875-85. 

Lone Creek. In the southern part of Long Creek Township. Post 
office, 1871-75. 

Mrrorp. In section 28, Richland Township. Laid out in 1854, but 
abandoned in a few years in favor of Westerville. 

Morcan. In the central part of Morgan Township. Post office, 1900. 

New Bupa. A village of about 100 population in 1868, in section 
14, New Buda Township. Post office, 1851-75. 

Nive Eacrrs. In the western part of Hamilton Township. Post 
office, 1851-69. 

Paris. In central part of High Point Township, as shown on maps 
of 1856. 

Parrior. In the northwest corner of section 17, Franklin Township. 
Post office, 1871-81. 

Preasant Prarn. The name first given to the present town of Pleas- 
anton. It was laid out in 1854 as Pleasant Plain and the name changed 
to Pleasanton in about 1869. 

Prarie Crry. A former name of Van Wert. See Florence above. 

Prairevirtr. A former name of Van Wert. See Florence above. 

Sepcewick. In central part of Fayette Township. Post office, 
1867-75. 

Sourn InprrenpeNnce. Post office, 1855. See Independence above. 

Spring Vauiry. In the eastern part of Hamilton Township. Post 
office, 1857-1900. 

Terra Havre. In section 17, Burrell Township, on Grand River. 
Once a thriving village. Post office, 1867-81. 


Turkey Run. In the northeastern part of Center Township, as 
shown on maps of 1857.

Asnyvitte, Listed in the U. S. Postal Guide of 1889 as a post office 
in Delaware County, but not found on maps of that period. 
Acersvitie. In the northeast quarter of section 19, Delaware Town- 
ship, about two miles north of the business section of the present city 
of Manchester. It was laid eut as a town in 1854, but the name was 
soon changed to Delaware Center, which see below. 
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Armira, Listed in the U. 8S. Postal Guide as a post office in Dela- 
ware County from 1889 to 1893, but not found on maps of that period. 

Amora. In section 11, Oneida Township. Laid out as a village 
in 1857, secured a post office the same year and kept its existence many 
years. 

Amari. In Honey Creek Township. Post office, 1857-58. 

Bamey’s Forp. In central part of Milo Township. Post office, 1855- 
59. 

Barryvitte. In southeastern part of Prairie Township. Post office, 
1857-97. 

Bay. In southern part of Delhi Township. Post office, 1862-63. 

Broapway. In southeastern part of Hazel Green Township. Post 
office, 1900. 

Burrineron. The original name of the present city of Manchester, 
and the one which it carried from when the town was laid out in 1854 
until 1857. . 

Campton. In section 19, Richland Township. Post office, 1857-1900. 

Corrin’s Grove. In the central part of Coffin’s Grove Township. 
Post office, 1849-61. 

Corp Water. In the southern part of Honey Creek Township. Post 
office, 1854-63. Formerly called Orrin Glen. 

Cotony. In section 4, Colony Township. Laid out in 1851, and 
joined Colesburg on the south. Post office, 1846-65. 

Dextaware Center. Post office, 1855. Formerly Acersville, which see 
above. Delaware Center was also the name applied on some maps of 
1875 to 1880 to the present town of Delaware. 

Eaps Grove. In Honey Creek Township. Post office, 1849-50. 

Forestviir. In the northern part of section 22, Richland Town- 
ship. Laid out in 1854 and a busy village for many years. Post office, 
1851-1900. 

Gotpen Prairie. In section 5, Hazel Green Township. Post office, 
1870-81. 

Green Hu. In Delhi Township. Post office, 1854-57. 

Grove Creek. In section 33, Union Township. Post office, 1854. 
Soon after removed into Jones County. 

Harrwick. A village in the northwestern part of section 30, Delhi 
Township. Laid out in 1858. Post office, 1853-61. 

Hazet Green. In section 12, Hazel Green Township. Post office, 
1856-1900. 

Lovo Merxo. A post office in the northeastern part of Honey Creek 
Township, as shown on maps of 1856. 

Mancorpvittz. In Hazel Green Township. Post office, 1864-66. 

Miutturimm. In section 3, Delaware Township. A village laid out in 
1858. 

Mio, In the central part of Milo Township. Post office, 1868-72. 

Movunt Hors. In the southeastern part of Richland Township. Post

Oaxtanv. A post office in the eastern part of Colony Township, as 
shown on maps of 1856. 

Orrin Grex. A post office in Honey Creek Township from 1851 to 
1854, when the name was changed to Cold Water, which see above. 

Orrinven. A post office in the southern part of Elk Township, as 
shown on maps of 1855. 

Prum Creex. In the western part of North Fork Township. Post 
office, 1857-59. 

Prum Sprinc. In Elk Township. Post office, 1854, but name changed 
to Greeley in 1863. 

Poutrney. In southeastern part of Elk Township. Post office, 1851- 
60. 

Rogsrnson. A village in southern part of Adams Township. Post 
office, 1914. 

Rocxvi1e. In section 24, North Fork Township, on the North Fork 
of the Maquoketa River. Platted in 1846. A village of some importance. 
Post office, 1846-97. 

Sanp Creex. In the eastern part of Prairie Township. Post office, 
1862-64, 

Strver Creek. In western part of Adams Township. Post office, 
1893-97. 

Sprinc Brancu. In the northeastern part of Milo Township. Post 
office, 1854-56. 

Tower Hux. In section 15, Adams Township. Post office, 1856-89.

Post office, 1859-97. 

Harrrorp. In central part of Danville Township. Post office, 1841- 
Sue 

Hawxeye. In western part of Huron Township. Post office, 1845-63. 

Huron. In the east section 16 of Huron Towship, located on Huron 
Chute of the Mississippi River. It was started in 1847, grew and had 
good prospects, but was obliterated by a flood in 1851. 

Jacxsonvitte. A post office in the vicinity of Yellow Springs from 
1839 to 1841. 

Kune. In the southeastern part of Franklin Township. Post office, 
1893-1900. 

Kossuru. In the eastern section 30 of Yellow Springs Township, 
about a mile and a half east of the present town of Mediapolis. Pre- 
viously called Yellow Springs, which see below. 

La Veca. In the central part of Washington Township. Post office, 
1859-75. 

Limestone. Listed in U. 8. Official Register as a post office in Des 
Moines County from 1854 to 1860, but not found on maps of that period. 

Linton. The early name of the present railroad station of Gar- 
land. Linton was a post office from 1847 to 1903. 

Navarre. A post office in the neighborhood of Dodgeville from 1849 
to 1851. 

Norrurirp. A village in the northeastern part of Yellow Springs 
Township, laid out in 1866, and a post office from 1855 to 1900. 

Parrisu. In the southern part of Danville Township. Post office, 
1849-97. 

Prreasant Grove. A village in section 11, Pleasant Grove Township. 
Post office, 1851-1903. It still has a store and a few buildings. 

Sanp Rince. A post office in the southern part of Union Township 
from 1849 to 1851 when it was changed to Green Bay post office in Lee 
County. 

Sovurn Fiir. In the southern part of Pleasant Grove Township. 
Post office, 1854-89. 

Vanprxe. In the northwestern part of Union Township. Post office, 
1859-69.

GuassNevin. In section 14, Liberty Township. Post office, 1855-59. 

Hazer. In section 7, White Water Township. Post office, 1885. 

Hempsteap, The common name in earlier times of the present vil- 
lage and railroad station of Fillmore. The post office of the village 
was Fillmore from the start, 1851, until its discontinuance in 1903. 

Hicernsporr. In the southeastern part of Washington Township. A 
post office existed there for a time in the 1830's, according to Good- 
speed’s History of Dubuque County, page 489. 

Hocansviriz. The pioneer name of the post office (1847-55) at the 
location where later grew up the present town of Epworth. 

Jrrrerson. In the southwestern part of Jefferson Township. Post 
office, 1857-67. 

Kine. In the southern part of Section 21, Mosalem Township. Post 
office, 1861-1900. 

Lore. In section 14, Center Township. Post office, 1885-97. 

Marsurietp. <A village in the northern part of section 3, Dubuque 
Township, as shown on maps of 1875-80. 

McCanrs. In Vernon Township. Post office, 1881-85. 

Mitter’s Post Orrice. In the southwestern part of Table Mound 
Township, as shown on maps of 1856-57. 

Mruzeray. In the southern part of section 11, Prairie Creek Town- 
ship. Post office, 1855-1900. 

Mosatem. In the northeastern part of Mosalem Township near the 
bank of the Mississippi River. Post office, 1851-63. 

New Vine. The name of the post office at the present village of 
New Vienna from 1849 to 1855. 

Oaxtanp. Listed in the U. S. Official Register as a post office in 
Dubuque County from 1853 to 1859, but not found on the maps. 

Ocpren. In the central part of Prairie Creek ‘Township. Post office, 
1861-69. 

Perv. In section 35, Peru Township, about five miles north of the 
present city of Dubuque and near where now is located the railroad 
station of Edmore. The town of Peru was founded in 1833, even before 
what is now Iowa was attached to Michigan Territory. It was of im- 
portance in its day, was a rival of Dubuque, and a post office until 1843. 

Prix Oax. Name of the post office at the present village of Holy 
Cross from 1845 to 1897. 

Pxrum Creex. In Concord Township, platted in 1856. Never devel- 


oped much. 
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Prarrme Creerx. In the central part of Prairie Creek Township. 
Post office, 1877-85. 

Sarnr Josern’s Pramre. Listed in the U. S. Oficial Register of 1851 
as a post office in Dubuque County, but not shown on maps. 

Suerrierp. In the western part of Cascade Township. Post office, 
1869-71. | 

Seumes Murs. A hamlet in Iowa Township founded in 1855. 

Tara. In the northeastern part of White Water Township. Post 
office, 1861-65. 

Trvota. In section 17, Iowa Township. Post office, 1849-53. Name 
changed to Evergreen, which see. 

Viota. In the northeastern part of New Wine Township, as shown 
on maps of 1857. 

Wausesorinecoux. Listed in U. S. Official Register as a post office 
in Dubuque County from 1838 to 1841, but not found on maps. It is 
also listed in Galland’s Iowa Emigrant, page 30. 

Wetn’s Lanprnc. In the northeast corner of Peru Township. Post 
office, 1851-59. 

EMMET COUNTY 

Armsrronc Grove. In section 26, Armstrong Township. Post office, 
1869-92. In the coming of the railroad and the establishment of the 
present town of Armstrong the post office was removed to that place. 

Buszona. In the northwestern part of Jack Creek Township. Post 
office, 1897-1903. 

Butter Hix. In the western part of High Lake Township. Post 
office, 1861. 

Emmer. Name of the post office (1861-81) at Emmet Grove. 

Emmet Grove. A hamlet in section 22, Emmet Township. Settle- 
ment began there in 1856. 

Hien Laxr. A town in the northwest quarter of section 20, High 
Lake Township. Laid out in 1881. Post office, 1869-97. 

Horric. A hamlet in the southern part of Jack Creek Township. 
Post office, 1885-1914. 

Iowa Laxr. In section 13, lowa Lake Township. Post office, 1873-97. 

Istanp Grove. In the eastern part of Jack Creek Township. Post

It was started in 1854 and was largely 
devoted to the milling business.

The name of the present town of Arlington from 
the time it was laid out in 1856 until about 1890, when it was changed 
to its present name. The name of the post office followed the name of 
the town. 

Corn Hu. In the northeastern part of Smithfield Township. Post 
office, 1855-61. 

Doverass. Name of the post office at Auburn, from 1851 to 1910. 

Dover Mrits. In the eastern part of Dover Township. Post office, 
1889-93. 

Even. A hamlet in the southwestern part of section 24, Eden Town- 
ship. Post office, 1855-1903. 

Gamste Grove. In the southwestern part of Windsor Township. 
Post office, 1851-52. 

Intyrra. In section 4, Illyria Township. Post office, 1851-1900. 

Jerrerson. The name of the post office at Otsego (which see below) 
in 1857 for a short time, after which the name of the post office fol- 
lowed the name of the town. 

Leo. In the northern part of Illyria Township. Post office, 1855-69. 

Liecutvmir. The pioneer name of the present village of Lima. When 
it was platted in 1850 the name was changed to Volga City, but soon 
changed to Lima.

County from 1885 to 1889, but not found on maps of that period.

Warrertrown. A hamlet in the northern part of Floyd Township on 
the Cedar River. Post office, 1859-76.

A village in the northeastern part of section 28, 
Oakland Township, near the south bank of the Iowa River. It was 
platted in 1857 and was prosperous for a time.

Grorcerown. A village in the southern part of the west section 14, 
of Hardin Township, or about one and one-half miles west of the busi- 
ness section of the city of Iowa Falls. Platted in 1856. 

Harpy Crry. A town inside the big bend of the Iowa River in sec- 
tion 7, Clay Township. It was platted in 1854 and for several years was 
the most prosperous place in the county. Post office, 1855-81. 

Hazex Green. A town platted in 1855 in section 5, Clay Township, 
but never got beyond a town on paper. 

Ipano. A post office in section 17, Grant Township, from 1876 to 
1880. 

La Yusa. In the southeastern part of Etna Township near the site 
of the present village of Cleves. Post office, 1859-63. 

Linx. Listed in the U. S. Postal Guide of 1881 as a post office in 
Hardin County, but not found on the maps of that period. 

Lrruororis. The name of the post office at the present town of 
Steamboat Rock from 1856 to 1869. 

Mrpranp. In the southern part of Providence Township. Post office, 
1871-75. 

Pricrim’s Grove. In the northwestern part of Ellis Township, as 
shown on maps of 1862, and in the northeastern part of Buckeye Town- 
ship, as shown on maps of 1863 to 1868. 

Point Preasant. In the western part of section 18, Pleasant Town- 
ship, and the eastern part of section 13, Tipton Township. It was 
platted in 1855, and was prosperous for several years. In 1858 it came 
near being made the county seat. 

Povenxeerste. In the eastern part of section 16, Alden Township. 
Platted in 1855 but the attempt to make a town failed. 

Qursec. A village laid out in 1856 in section 32, Pleasant Town- 
ship. Post office, 1857-65. 

Raruron. Listed in the U. S. Postal Guide of 1885 as a post office 
in Hardin County, but not found on the maps of that period. 

Ricorv, In the northeastern part of Jackson Township. Post office, 
1889-97, 

Rocksyivanta, The first name given in 1854, to what is now the city 
of Iowa Falls, but which it kept but a part of that year. In November 
of the same year a town was platted about one mile east of what is now 
the business section of Iowa Falls and it was named Rocksylvania. The 
post office there was called by the same name for a time in 1857. 

Rockwoon, The name of the post office at Rocksylvania from 1855 
to 1857, ;

A post office (1863-67) first in section 14, LaGrange 
Township, and later moved to one or more locations in the township 
before it was discontinued.

A town platted in 1856, in section 12, Jefferson Town- 
ship. A thriving village for a few years. Post office, 1856-67. It was 
revived again as Ojedo for a brief time in the early 1880's. 

Marren’s Rancu. Listed in the U. S. Official Register from 1857 to 
1867 as a post office in Harrison County, but not found on maps of 
that period. 

Metrosz. <A village platted in 1860, in section 2, Taylor Township. 
It was a station on the stage line between Council Bluffs and Sioux City. 

Mount Norris. Shown in the northern part of Union Township on 
maps of 1873 to 1878. 

Neepmore. A post office in section 17, Cass Township, during the 


1880's.

O.ymrvs. A post office (1882-97), first in section 5, Lincoln Town- 
ship, and later in section 12, Allen Township. 

Parrish Crry. A town platted in 1858 in sections 21 and 22, Cin- 
cinnati Township, adjacent to and a rival of the town of Cincinnati, 
which see above. 

Racian. A post office from 1864 to 1867 in section 25, Raglan Town- 
ship. 

Reever’s Mnis. A hamlet in the northeastern part of section 34, 
Jefferson Township. Post office, 1858-1990. 

Rove. The former name of the present Illinois Central Railroad 
station of Euclid. Post office, 1900-1903. 

Saint Jouns. A town in sections 27 and 28, Saint Johns Township, 
on the southeast side of the Boyer River and about two miles southeast 
of the present city of Missouri Valley. Platted in 1857 and an impor- 
tant town in its day. Post office, 1858-71. 

Sotprer Vatiry. A post office (1872-81) in the northern part of sec- 
tion 34, Jackson Township. 

Unionzurc. A hamlet and post office (1869-89) in the southern part 
of section 23, Union Township. 

Vattey View. A post office (1870-89) in section 2, Union Township. 

Wurreroro, A town in section 10, Jefferson Township. It was 
platted in 1856 as Buena Vista, but the name was soon changed to 
Whiteboro. Its post office ran from 1856 to 1903. It prospered until 
the establishment of Logan four miles to its southwest. 

Yazo. The name of the post office (1859-75) at the town of Cin- 
cinnati, which see above.

Barrmore, A small hamlet and a post office in section 18, Balti- 
more ‘Township, on the north side of Skunk River, as shown on maps 
of 1857. 

Banoai, Listed in the U. 8S. Postal Guide of 1889 as a post office 
in Henry County, but not found on maps of that period. 

Berry. In the northwestern part of Baltimore Township. Post office, 
1897-1900. 


Betrasr. In the southwestern part of Trenton ‘Township, south of 
the Skunk River, as shown on maps of 1857, 

Boyrxsron. In the northwestern part of section 25, Jackson 'Town- 
ship, on the Skunk River, and later, three fourths of a mile south of 
that in the northwestern part of section 36. Post office, 1869-93. 
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Corron Grove. In the southern part of section 21 and later in the 
northeast corner of section 28, Canaan Township. Post office, 1861-81. 

Crooxep Creek. The name of the post office from 1843 to 1851 at 
what later became the village of Marshall, which see below. 

East Grove. A post office from 1849 to 1859 on the north side of the 
southeast quarter of section 33, Jackson Township. There was a Quaker 
meeting-house half a mile to the east which was also called East Grove. 

Jerrerson. In section 22, Jefferson Township, as shown on maps of 
1854 and 1857. 

La Horr. The name of the post office (1881-1903) at the former 
C., B. & Q. railroad station of Ketcham between Mount Pleasant and

Lancaster. The name first given to the present village of Trenton 
when it was laid out in 1836, but which it kept only a year when it was 
changed to Trenton. 

McCases. Near the center of Canaan Township, as shown on maps 
of 1855, 1856 and 1857. 

McCarverstown. ‘The pioneer name of the present village of Lowell, 
prior to 1843. 

Marswatt. The name first given the present town of Wayland. It 
was laid out as Marshall in 1851. The name of its post office which had 
been Crooked Creek (see above) was Marshall from 1851 to 1875. 

Rovrat. Listed in the 1893 U. S. Postal Guide as a post office in 
Henry County, but not found on maps of that period. 

Suocktey. The name of the post office at the present town of Win- 
field from 1852 to 1853. 

Srrinctown. See Traxler below. 

Traxter. In the western part of section 20, Marion Township. Post 
office, 1893-97. Stringtown was the name of the hamlet here. 

Veca. A post office (1851-97) shown in the northwestern part of 
Salem Township on maps of 1856 and 1857, but in the western part of 
Tippecanoe Township on maps of the 1890's. 

Wasuincron. The early name of the present town of Hillsboro. 
The name was changed about 1851. 

Winona. In the southwestern part of section 13, Wayne ‘Township. 
Post office, 1871-75. 

Wooptawn. A post office one and one-half miles south of the city of 
Mount Pleasant, in existence for a short time in the early 1880's.

A town in the northwest portion of section 14 and the 
northeast of 15 of Forest City Township and on both sides of the Upper 
Iowa River. Post office, 1857-71. 

Gien Roy. A pioneer village on the Upper Iowa River about two 
miles northwest of the present town of Lime Springs. On the establish- 
ment of the railroad station of Lime Springs in 1868 its post office for 
a few years was called Glen Roy to distinguish it from the old town. 

Howarp. Given on maps from 1875 to the early 1880's in connection 
with Busti as Howard Busti Post Office, about one mile north of the 
location of the present town of Elma, but later given in the eastern 
part of Howard Township. 

Howarp Cenrer. A village platted in 1856 located in the southwest 
corner of section 24, Howard Center Township.

Listed in the 1869 U. S. Official Register as a post 
office in Jasper County, and thought to have been in the neighborhood 
of Woodville, which see below. 

Woopyitte. A station on the Des Moines Valley Railroad in the 
western part of Washington Township, as shown on maps from 1868 
to 1878. 

Wrrremsurc. In the eastern part of section 3, Newton Township, 
about four miles north of the city of Newton. It was platted in 1856, 
and the Wittemburg Manual Labor College was established there. A

We append both reviews for their excellence in the treat- 
ment of John Marsh by Dr. George D. Lyman and Nelson W. 
Aldrich by Dr. Nathaniel Wright Stephenson, respectively, in- 
dispensable to understanding of the earliest and of the Alli- 
sonian eras of Iowa history. 

Doctor Lyman’s introduction includes: 


This biography of John Marsh is based entirely on source material: 
on old diaries, journals, faded letters, statements and reminiscences and 
memoirs found in many quarters: the library of Harvard University; 
the Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Illinois Historical Society collections; 
the Historical, Memorial and Art Department of Iowa at Des Moines; 
the Michigan Historical Commission at Lansing; the Jefferson Memorial 
at St. Louis, Missouri; the files of the Indian Office of the War Depart- 
ment at Washington, D, C.; the Bancroft Library at the University of 
California; and the California State Library at Sacramento. 


The author cites fifteen items from our Street Collection (Gen- 
eral Joseph M. Street, Indian agent at Prairie du Chien and at 
Agency, Iowa); and from our photostats of Indian materials in 
Washington, three items in a letter from John Marsh to Col. 
Thomas L. McKenney July 10, 1827, and thanks our institution. 

We set out Doctor Stephenson’s special acknowledgments by 
way of showing our readers the care and courage he employed in 
producing an American biography that will prove to be the most 
valuable book in its class to Iowa history. His entire manuscript 
was read by Professors W. B. Munro, F. L. Paxson, C. L. Long- 
ley and H. B. Larned. Portions dealing with special phases 
were read by Professors R. M, Story, G. S. Burgess and Felix 
Frankfurter, by Hon, Carter Glass, Frank Vanderlip, A. H. 
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Shelton, Miss Ida M. Tarbell and Professor Allen Nevins. With 
the rarest candor and lucidity Doctor Stephenson sets forth the 
disagreement with him of certain eminent authorities on impor- 
tant phases and accounts for his choice of conclusions rather 
than theirs. Then he continues, or includes: 


There is a long list of persons who control manuscript sources, or 
who have contributed first hand information, whom it is impossible to 
thank adequately. To no one am I more indebted than to Mrs. Roose- 
velt, who has permitted extensive search in the rich mine of the Roose- 
velt papers. Would that it were still possible to thank the late Chief 
Justice of the United States for opening freely his personal papers, 
which are of inestimable historical importance. Mr. George B. Cor- 
telyou showed every courtesy in connection with the vast mass of the 
McKinley papers. The Allison papers, the most voluminous collection 
of all, were not only opened for research by Mr. Edgar R. Harlan, in

DODGE MSS. (General Grenville M. Dodge). Twenty-three record 
books, 1853-1915, and 409 volumes of letters, 1851-1915, valuable on 
railroad expansion west of the Mississippi and on political develop- 
ments in the middle west; custody same as Allison. 


Both books are mode!s of discovery, adaptation and interpre- 
tation of private, often confidential, papers of persons no longer 
living. Doctor Stephenson states that “In accordance with the 
provisions of our copyright law, letters found among a states- 
man’s papers cannot be printed without permission of the per- 
son who wrote the letters, or of his heirs,’ for which reason he 
says “I had to cut out of my tentative manuscript, letters of this 
sort because permission to print was refused.” 

It gratifies our institution to observe that its tenet of sanctity 
of private papers’ is claimed by another custodian and respected 
by so great an author of so great a book. It is correct and com- 
plete compliance with the spirit of good faith with the dead.

Here is a case of the biography being so engulfed in the history of 
the times in which its subject lived that his name had almost passed 
from recollection. Yet John Marsh, if not a frontier hero, was at any 
rate associated with important episodes in frontier history. In his own 
person he embodied phrases of the westward expansion movement in the 
first half of the nineteenth century. Dr. Lyman’s account of his life is 
virtually based on manuscript materials, found in the archives of his- 
torical societies and states. It is a story new to the general public, as 
exciting as any novel of pioneer life, and in several passages well bear- 
ing out the familiar adage that truth is stranger than fiction. 

Marsh was Massachusetts-born, a graduate of Harvard College, a 
school-teacher at Fort Snelling, the army post on the site of St. Paul, 
Minn., Indian agent at Prairie du Chien, Wis., and after fomenting 
hostilities between whites and Indians on the border, had a rather im- 
portant part in the Black Hawk War of 1832. At New Salem, IIL, then 
Lincoln’s home town, Marsh fell in with settlers to whom he entrusted 
the rearing of his son (by a half-breed mother), while he himself pushed 
on to Missouri and thence, after a failure at storekeeping, by the Santa 
Fe trail to California, then a Mexican province. At the tiny pueblo of 
Los Angeles in 1836 he began the practice of medicine, although he had 
nothing more than his Harvard A. B. diploma, couched in sonorous 
Latin, to prove his qualifications. Trekking northward, he bought an 
enormous rancho at the foot of Mount Diablo and became a cattle king, 
inducing some of his old Missouri neighbors to make the hazardous 
covered-wagon journey across the plains and mountains to the coast. 
Thus he had a hand in bringing American settlers to California years 
before the gold discovery. When the rush began in the late 40’s Marsh 
himself was among the successful placer miners. In the meantime he 
had been active in stimulating the American revolt from Mexican rule. 
He was killed for his money by Mexican bandits, but the great treasure 
that he was supposed to have hidden on his ranch was never accounted 
for. Avarice seems to have been a besetting sin with Marsh, if his con- 
temporaries told the truth about him! His biographer makes no effort 
to explain away the mean and petty conduct imputed to him at dif- 
ferent times throughout his life. The new version of an old maxim— 
Nil nisi hokum—is not obeyed by Dr. Lyman.

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be something quite different from what now passes as our political his- 
tory. We could not have a better example of the intelligent combination 
and co-operation of scientific history and biography than is offered in 
Dr. Nathaniel Wright Stephenson’s Nelson W. Aldrich, a Leader in 
American Politics. Here the skillful and sagacious use of unpublished 
materials reveals long-hidden secrets and makes plain many a hitherto 
obscure chapter in the politics of the last two decades of the nineteenth 
century and the first two of the twentieth. 

Mr. Aldrich, who represented Rhode Island in the United States 
Senate from 1883 to 1913, was a statesman of recognized abilities whose 
fate it was to be distrusted by a large element of his own party. If 
that did not greatly disturb him in the days of his power, it was not, as 
was commonly thought, because he held a public-be-damned attitude, 
but rather because he honestly believed that the great public was an 
overgrown child truly unable to take care of itself without a guardian’s ~ 
watchful aid. Those who knew Theodore Roosevelt only after he had 
left the White House may be more or less surprised by Dr. Stephen- 
son’s revelations of the long-continued intimacy between Roosevelt and 
Aldrich. Then, too, “the Four” in the Senate—Aldrich, Allison, Platt 
of Connecticut, and Spooner—formed a sort of bodyguard for Roose- 
velt in the early years of his administration, as this book shows. That 
wise old Connecticut Yankee, Orville H. Platt, was an impressive figure 
in those days, although the general public never knew him well. Allison 
of Iowa and Spooner of Wisconsin saw the clouds gathering in the West 
long before the storms of insurgency broke in the Republican party. 
All is clearly told in this admirable biography, which closes with an ex- 
cellent account of Aldrich’s part in laying the foundations of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System in American banking.

THE TESSON CLAIM IN LEE COUNTY AND: THE 
EARLIEST ORCHARD IN IOWA 


Tradition and fact have agreed on the earliest plantation of 
cultivated fruit trees in Iowa being near the present town of 
Montrose in Lee County. The confirmation by the United States 
government of the award by the Spanish lieutenant governor of 
the Tesson claim to the heirs of Thomas F. Riddick is of record 
in the litigation over the subject, but those details are not easily 
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accessible in their authentic form. We publish them here with 
the view of making them easily available. 

The statement of David W. Kilbourne is reprinted with the 
same purpose. Countless similar statements are in print. Few 
if any contributors possessed as early and intimate associations 
with first settlements in Lee County as Mr. Kilbourne had. He 
was a permanent resident in Montrose in 1834 and one of its 
proprietors. He was first a merchant, later a capitalist and 
railroad builder. He was associated with or was the agent of 
strong financial men who contested with and won against the 
adversities Lee County presented to enterprise in its formative 
phases. 

St Louis 20th March 1834.1 
Sir 

On the subject of the claim of Louis Honore (alias) Tesson to a 
league square of land at the head of the Rapids of the des Moines river 
I beg leave to refer you to the copies from the records of the Recorder 
of land titles herewith enclosed—From them it will be seen the facts in 
regard to the claims are shortly these— 

On the 30th March 1799—a permission or warrant was given to 
Louis Honoré Tesson Trudeau then Lieut. Governor of upper Louisiana 
to settle and establish himself at that place which he accordingly did by 
building houses, inclosing land & planting orchards and also cultivating 
the land & residing on it for seven or eight consecutive years. In the 
concession or permission to settle, the Lieut. Governor states the object 
of the grantor part to be, that the grantee might carry on trade & 
commerce with the Indians & act as a superintendent over them keep- 
ing them faithfull & obedient to the King of Spain—and that his con- 
duct in that particular was such as to recommend him especially to the 
favor of the government. 

No question is entertained of the genuineness of the permission to 
settle by Zenon Trudeau nor of the facts of inhabitation & cultivation, 
according to the provisions of the laws of Congress, (see the evidence 
taken before & by Fredrick Bates Recorder of land titles the 18th of 
November 1813)— 

Accordingly one mile Square was granted by Mr. Bates acting as 
Commissioner, provided the Indian title was extinguished—This Act of 
the Recorder is believed to be valid and confers an absolute right on 
the present claimants (the heirs of the late Col. T. F. Riddick my 
brother-in-law) for that quantity to wit 640 acres; and as such I always 
presumed it was ordered to be surveyed & laid off by Mr. Sprigg, under

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the belief that the government did not intend to appropriate private 
property for the use of the Indians. The chain of title is believed to be 
correctly given in the accompanying document from the Records—I 
believe the report of the Recorder, was made to Congress in November 
1815, and his decisions in favor of claimants, approved & confirmed by 
act of the 29th April 1816— 

In conclusion I will add, that I am persuaded you yourself at the 
date of the treaty, reserving the lands in that neighborhood for the half 
breeds, must have known of the existence of this claim—inasmuch as I 
know as early as the year 1814 you were there & no doubt saw the im- 
provements—I can therefore scarcely believe it was the intention of the 
government in making & sanctioning that treaty to deprive an indi- 
vidual citizen of his property—These facts I must beg of you sir to 
bring to the knowledge of the government, hoping that the legality & 
justice of the claim will be recognized—

Your letter of 5th February last, in relation to the Spanish grant of 
a mile square surveyed by Major Sprigg in the Sac & Fox half breed 
reservation, was duly received. 

Possessing no other information on this subject than is derivable 
from the enclosed documents, I address’d a note to Judge Carr, brother 
in law of the late Col: Riddick the claimant and refered him to the 
papers which had been placed in the hands of the Surveyor by the heirs 
of Riddick, his answer is herewith enclosed. ‘ 

It is proper to state that I directed the surveyor to lay off the land 
in question—reflecting as I did that this act could invest the claimants 
with no additional title to the land, but might prevent much trouble 
hereafter, if their claim was good.

I return the papers of the Heirs of T. F Riddick enclosed in your 
letter of the 9th Inst. and have to state that those papers correctly state 
that the claim in question was recommended for confirmation by the 
Recorder of Land Titles to the extent of 640 acres, if the Indian title 
was extinguished; but the Indian title not being extinguished in 1816, 
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when the confirmatory law was passed, the claim in question is not now 
considered as confirmed; and further Legislative action is necessary 
before it can be recognized as confirmed by this office.

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THOSE APPLE TREES 


(From the Jowa State Register, Feb. 24, 1864.) 

I have been informed that some interest has been elicited on the part 
of the public, by the publication in the Register of two or three com- 
munications from different persons, relative to a number of apple trees 
still living on the Mississippi River a short distance below the town of 
Montrose (formerly Fort Des Moines) in Lee County. The place is 
called in that neighborhood the “old apple orchard.” I have not had an 
opportunity to read either of the communications, and therefore cannot 
judge as to their truthfulness, or to what extent the writers may have 
drawn upon their imagination to cover the history of the trees in 
mystery. 

Having lived near these trees (a part of the time in sight of them) 
for more than a quarter of a century, I can testify to the fact that the 
apple trees are there, and that they have not been barren cumberers of 
the ground, but have been as prolific from year to year as most of their 
species. I have often eaten of their fruit, and can bear testimony that 
it is very good. But the question that interests the public is, how came 
the trees there? What hand planted and protected them until they stood 
tall and strong like the forest trees with which they were intermingled 
and surrounded? 

The spot they occupy, as well as all the surrounding country, was 
only a short time ago, comparatively, the home of Black Hawk and 
Keokuk, and their nations, the Sacs and Foxes. 

I will here add that at the close of what is called the Black Hawk 
War barracks were erected at Fort Des Moines (now Montrose) for 
the accommodation of a regiment of United States dragoons. They 
occupied there till the spring of 1837, when the post was abandoned, 
and the dragoons were stationed at the Raccoon Fork, which was im- 
mediately thereafter named Fort Des Moines. The same spring the 
name of the first Fort Des Moines was changed to Montrose. 

A half-breed Indian of the Sac and Fox nation by the name of Red 
Bird (known among the whites as Thomas Abbot) had his wickeup 


contiguous to the spot where these trees are, as early as 1790. He was © 


often at Montrose in 1837-8-9. I knew him well. He was an intelligent 
and noble Indian. I have sat under these very trees with Red Bird and 
others of his nation, and have had from his own lips what I believe to 
be a reliable history of these identical trees. The first time I saw them 
my curiosity was excited, and I took no little pains to ascertain the facts 
in relation to them, Red Bird’s story was confirmed by Black Hawk 
and other aged Indians of the tribe. It was the custom of these Indians 
to make at least annual pilgrimages to St. Louis to visit their good 
father, Gen. Clark, agent of Indian affairs, and to receive the supply 
of blankets, ete. 

Now, somewhere between 1795 and 1798, Red Bird, then a young man, 
paid his annual visit to St. Louis in the early spring. On his return he 
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stopped a few days at St. Charles, on the Missouri River, and when 
about to leave for home, a Nisheshin, Chemocoman (good white man) 
made him a present of about twenty very petite young apple trees, put 
up in a bundle, with the roots protected, and instructed him how to 
plant them near his own wickeup. Red Bird brought them all the way 
in his hand, and planted them promiscuously among the forest trees 
contiguous to his own home. 

He protected them by placing stakes around them, and they grew 
up slim and tall, in consequence of being so much shaded. 

I know it has been claimed or supposed by some, that Louis Honore 
Tesson, a Frenchman, planted these trees. He did stop awhile with Red 
Bird, fleeing from some epidemic that prevailed for a time in St. Louis, 
and afterward by representations made to the governor of Louisiana 
(then in possession of the French) that he had been of great service to 
their government among the Indians at this point, and claiming also 
that he had purchased of these Indians a league square of land—got a 
permit from the governor, as above, to enter, occupy and hold. In 1838 
I held the legal possession of the mile square (which embraces Mont- 
rose and this orchard) when the heirs of Thomas F. Reddick, deceased, 
who was the assignee of Tesson, commenced suit against me in an 
action of right for the possession—subsequently other parties defendant 
were substituted—which suit was finally decided in the Supreme Court 
of the United States in 1852. : 

But Red Bird and other Indians often told me that Tesson was a 
very poor man—that he lived while there around in the different wicke- 
ups—that they lodged and fed him—that he never furnished them with 
provisions as he claimed—that he never purchased an acre of land of 
the nation from those who had authority to sell. 

Red Bird said he was a che wal is ki—rascal. I am entirely satisfied 
of the truth of Red Bird’s story. But I did not intend, when I com- 
menced writing, to tax you with anything more than a brief account of 


the apple trees.

HENRY W. WILLS 


The AnNaLs, as a policy, has devoted its biographical space 
almost exclusively to the persons in Iowa who have attained the 
public attention in some such place as membership in the Gen- 
eral Assembly, in the District Court, in the military records, in 
the pulpit, in education, or in philanthropy. 

We yield in this instance to a personal desire to record a line 
in memory of a co-worker for the state who served as none of 
these, but served under nearly all who have been conspicuous at

the seat of government during the past forty years, Henry W. 
Wills. 

Mr. Wills was sixty-three years old. He studied pharmacy 
in his youth, but began in the Capitol as an assistant janitor to 
his father, a valiant soldier in the Union Army of the Civil 
War. Soon the son took the work entirely from his father who 
still survived, incapacitated, for many years. Henry did the 
work for his father, and for no pay, until the father’s death, 
then was appointed to the place. As janitor he was soon helping 
with duties quite beyond his own. He grew into responsibilities 
of two persons at least. He was always at his work earlier than 
the law required and remained afterward, as a rule, when the 
most devoted had gone. His efficiency was a benefit to all co- 
staff members and to us who were neighbor officials and em- 
ployees of the Historical Department. 

It is possible for any intelligent department head to succeed 
if his subordinates are efficient and loyal. In Mr. Brigham’s 
thirty-two years as state librarian, his success has been extra- 
ordinary. His staff has been conspicuously efficient. In rank 
Henry Wills was humble, but in the elements of success he out- 
stripped his costaff members. He was a pace maker to his 
neighbor workmen. The praise of a superior is the greatest in- 
spiration to a conscientious workman. It was a long way up 
from Henry Wills, a janitor, to Johnson Brigham, the state li- 
brarian. Henry’s aim which was to aid his superior and his 
fellow workers, was achieved as indicated by the following words 
of Mr. Brigham pronounced at the funeral: 

“Mr. Wills has been in the employ of the state for the past 
quarter of a century, part of the time as janitor in the State 
Library. Never in my long career as an employer have I found 
a man more capable and trustworthy, and more generally be- 
loved and respected. 

“The office of shipping clerk for the State Library was created 
in 1919 and promotion well earned was promptly accorded him. 
In this position he served the library with unremitting zeal and 
rare efficiency until disease compelled him to seek relief. He is 
missed not only by the members of the library staff, but by a 
large circle of friends in the State Capitol.”

NOTABLE DEATHS 


-  Frepertck Marton Hussext was born at Huntington, Fairfield Coun- 
ty, Connecticut, January 17, 1839, and died in Des Moines, Iowa, No- 
vember 11, 1930. The body was laid away in the family tomb in Wood- 
land Cemetery. His parents were Francis Burritt and Augusta (Church) 
Hubbell. He was educated in their near-by district school, supplemented 
by three years in Birmingham, now Derby, High School. In 1855 he 
came to Des Moines and the next day after he arrived secured a clerical 
position in the office of P. M. Casady, receiver of the United States 
land office. In 1856 he went to Sioux City, taking a similar position in 
the land office there. Later he acted as deputy clerk of court, read law 
and on April 24, 1858, was admitted to the bar in Sioux City. In 1860 
he helped organize Sioux County, but in 1861 returned to Des Moines 

_ and took employment in the law firm of P. M. Casady and Jefferson S. 
Polk and the next year became the junior member of the firm. When 
Judge Casady retired in 1865 the firm became Polk & Hubbell, and so 

remained until 1887, during which time it devoted its attention chiefly 

_ to financial enterprises and the industrial development of Des Moines. 
They took over and extended the first street railway in the city, they 
promoted the building of the railroad from Des Moines to Ames, and 
the building of the railroad to Adel and Fonda, they led in getting the 
Wabash Railroad into Des Moines, they built the Des Moines Union 
Railroad, and the Des Moines Water Works, as well as handled many 
other large enterprises. In 1867 Mr. Hubbell led in organizing the 

_ Equitable Life Insurance Company of Iowa. He served the first year 

_ as its secretary, was its president from 1888 to 1907, and from that time 
until his death, was chairman of its board of trustees. After the disso- 

“lution of the firm of Polk & Hubbell in 1887 Mr. Hubbell confined his 
activities principally to real estate investments in Des Moines, and 
to their development, being the head of the firm of F. M. Hubbell, Son 

_ & Co., Inc., Real Estate. Mr. Hubbell was a great business man, having 

_ judgment, foresight, and confidence in Des Moines. He did more for 

_ Des Moines in a business way than any other man, and is reputed to 
have built the greatest personal fortune in Iowa. He was the moving 

spirit in the building and maintaining of the Home for the Aged in 
Des Moines and was its president from the time of its organization in 
1894 until his death. : 


Grorce Hamirron Van Hovren was born at Rockport, Missouri, 
February 24, 1847, and died at Lenox, Iowa, October 17, 1930. Burial 
was in the cemetery at Lenox. His parents removed with their family 
to Madison County, Iowa, in 1848, to Cass County in 1852 and to Lex- 

- ington, now an abandoned place about four miles northeast of Bedford, 


in Taylor County, Iowa, in 1855. He attempted to enlist in the Union 
; Army several times in 1863, but was rejected because of his youth, but 
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on January 1, 1864, he enlisted in Company E, Fourth Missouri Cavalry, 
and was mustered out July 5, 1865. He had but limited opportunities 
for securing an education, but improved them to advantage. He taught 
school, preached some, but early engaged in farming, gardening and 
stock raising, and later became a nurseryman at Lenox. Horticulture 
greatly occupied his attention. For twenty-five years he was secretary 
of the Southwestern Iowa Horticultural Society, and was secretary of 
the Iowa State Horticultural Society from 1887 to 1890, and from 1896 
to 1899 inclusively. He was a member of the Board of Trustees of 
Iowa State Agricultural College from 1889 to 1892. In 1891 he was 
nominated by the Republican party for lieutenant governor, along with 
Hiram C. Wheeler for governor, but they were defeated by Horace 
Boies and S. L. Bestow. In 1893 he was in the United States revenue 
service, his duties taking him to the Hawaiian Islands and to Alaska. 
In 1895 he was elected representative and was re-elected in 1897, serv- 
ing in the Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh general assemblies. In 1906 
he was again elected representative and served in the Thirty-second 
General Assembly. In his later years he became a world traveler, cir- 
cumnavigating the globe and visiting many nations and countries of the 
world. He visited Palestine and Egypt at different times, making his 
last visit there when over eighty years of age. He had been farmer, 
soldier, school-teacher, preacher, nurseryman, editor, real estate dealer, 
politician, federal revenue officer, legislator, traveler and lecturer. His 
radio lectures from the Shenandoah stations on his travels made his 
voice familiar to many thousands. 


Joun R. Prime was born in Utica, New York, July 4, 1847, and died 
in Minneapolis, Minnesota, May 24, 1923. His burial was in Woodland 
Cemetery, Des Moines, Iowa. In 1855 he was with his parents in their 
removal to Jonesville, Wisconsin, and in 1857 to Mitchell County, Iowa. 
Here he grew to manhood, being educated in public school and in Cedar 
Valley Seminary, Osage. He enlisted from the town of Mitchell, Mitch- 
ell County, February 15, 1864, in Company K, Twenty-seventh Iowa 
Infantry. July 15, 1865, he was transferred to Company K. Twelfth 
Towa Infantry, and was mustered out January 20, 1866. He returned 
to Mitchell County and was appointed deputy county recorder. In 1875 
he was elected county auditor, and by re-elections served until 1887. In 
1878 he joined the Towa National Guard and was rapidly promoted 
until he became a major, and in 1884 was assistant inspector general. 
From February 1, 1894, to February 1, 1896, during Governor Jackson’s 
administration, he was adjutant general. He was largely accredited 
with the management of state authority in handling the so-called Kelly’s 
Army in Council Bluffs and on across the state. September 14, 1899, 
he was commissioned major of the Forty-second Regiment U. S. Volun- 
teers, and commanded companies E, F, G and H. He was in the Philip- 
pines from December 1, 1899, to June 27, 1901, and commanded the 
regiment part of the time, being mustered out and honorably discharged 
on this latter date. In 1918 he removed to Minneapolis,

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Frank E. Lanvers was born in Upper Lisle, Broome County, New 
York, July 17, 1844, and died in Webster City, Iowa, September 7, 
1930. His parents were John and Mary Pamelia (Bidwell) Landers. 
In his youth he divided his time between work on the home farm and 
attending public school. In 1862 he enlisted in the Sixteenth New York 
Battery with which he served nineteen months, when he was discharged 
for physical disability. In 1865 he removed to Woodstock, Illinois, 
where he worked in a planing mill. In 1869 he removed to Hamilton 
County, Iowa, and for ten years followed farming. In 1879 he was 
elected county auditor and served from January 1, 1880, until January 
1, 1884. He then spent a year in clerical bank work in Webster City, 
and in 1889 went to Des Moines where for nine years or until 1897, he 
served as clerk of the Executive Council. He then returned to Webster 
City where for twenty-seven years he was auditor of the First National 
Bank. In 1884 he organized at Webster City Company C, Sixth Regi- 
ment, Iowa National Guard, and was its first captain, resigning when 
he went to Des Moines. Captain Landers served his city and community 
in many ways—was city clerk, city treasurer, and councilman. He was 
a friend of Charles Aldrich and contributed articles to early editions 
of the Annats. He was a natural research worker and _ historian, 
possessing extensive knowledge combined with accuracy of work. His 
activities in these lines were in national, state, and local fields, and in 
genealogy. 


Epwarp J. Ketty was born at Bondurant, Iowa, July 12, 1879, and 
died in Des Moines October 25, 1930. He was graduated from the scien- 
tific course in Highland Park College, Des Moines, in 1904, and from 
the Law College of Drake University in 1907. In 1906 he was admitted 
to the bar and entered the practice in Perry. In 1911 he removed to 
Des Moines, engaged in general practice there and became a member 
of the firm of Miller, Kelly, Shuttleworth & Seeburger, and later that 
of Kelly, Shuttleworth & McManus. During the World War he was 
general counsel for the alien property custodian, Washington, D. C. 
He was a member of the Polk County Bar Association, the Iowa State 
Bar Association, and of the American Bar Association. He was promi- 
nent in Boy Scout work, and in the Knights of Columbus. He was a 
leader in the Republican councils of his city and state, was executive 
campaign manager for Senator Cummins in 1926, and did work for the 
national committee during the last presidential campaign. 


Cartes Lewis Srarrorp was born in Clark County, Ohio, September 


26, 1844, and died while visiting at the home of his son, Clarence Staf- 


ford, in Oak Park, Illinois, September 15, 1930, Burial was at Mount 
Pleasant, Iowa. His early education was received at Denmark Academy, 
Lee County. He entered Iowa Wesleyan College, Mount Pleasant, in 
1866, received his A. B. degree in 1871 and his A. M. degree in 1874. 
In 1889 Upper Iowa University gave him the degree of D, D. and in 
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1905 Iowa Wesleyan awarded him the degree of LL. D. He was ad- 
mitted to the Iowa Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
1870, after which he held many pastorates, the principal ones being at 
Burlington, Muscatine, Fairfield, Albia, Keokuk, Washington, Ottumwa, 
Bloomfield, West Liberty and Wilton. From 1883 to 1889 he was presid- 
ing elder of the Muscatine District, from 1891 to 1899 he was president 
of Iowa Wesleyan College, and from 1908 to 1912 he was district super- 
intendent of the Oskaloosa District. He was a delegate to the General 
Conference of his church in 1892, 1896, 1900, and 1912. He retired from 
active duty in 1918, making his home in Muscatine. He exercised a fine 
influence over the people with whom he came in contact. His wife was 
Miss Mary Allen, whom he married at Mount Pleasant in 1871. She 
was one of the founders of the P E O sisterhood, now a national organ- 
ization. She died July 11, 1927. 


Emerson Sotomon Wexis was born in Cedar Township, Lucas Coun- 
ty, Iowa, October 9, 1867, and died in Chariton May 5, 1930. His 
parents were Sidney and Sarah Wells. He attended public school and 
the Teachers Normal Training School at Humeston, and followed that 
by teaching in rural schools for a time, and by acting as superintendent 
of the public schools of the town of Lucas for eight years. In 1910 he 
was elected clerk of the District Court of Lucas County, after which 
he made his home in Chariton. He was re-elected in 1902 and while 
still serving as clerk was on May 15, 1903, admitted to the bar. In 1904 
he was elected county attorney of Lucas County in which office he served 
two years. At the beginning of his practice in 1905 he formed a part- 
nership with S. C. Hickman, as Hickman & Wells, which partnership 
continued until November 19, 1923, when Governor Kendall appointed 
him district judge of the Second Judicial District to succeed Judge 
Vermilion who had been advanced to the Supreme Court, and was 
occupying that position at the time of his death. 


Tuomrson Dickson Doxe ‘was born in Ohio, May 6, 1835, and died 
at the home of his son, Odie Doke, at Ephriam, Utah, June 8, 1939. 
Burial was at Bloomfield, Iowa. When six months old his parents re- 
moved to Kosciusko County, Indiana. He enlisted in the Forty-fourth 
Indiana Infantry early in the Civil War, in which he served over four 
years, was soon made first lieutenant and later promoted to captain. 
In 1867 he removed to Bloomfield where he engaged in and pursued 
with few interruptions until over eighty years old the livery business 
and in buying and selling horses and mules. He was very useful to his 
city and community, his most conspicuous service being to the Davis 
County Fair and to the Bloomfield Public Library. “Major” Doke had 
a state-wide acquaintance, was marshal of the Iowa State Fair many 


years, and was sergeant at arms of the Iowa Senate duri i 
uring the sessions 
of 1923, 1925, and 1927, : e 
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Lesrrr Ler Tuompson was born at Ransom, Illinois, February 20, 
1884, and died in Des Moines, Iowa, September 11, 1930. Burial was in 
Masonic Cemetery, Des Moines. He was the son of William and Martha 
(Rigler) Thompson. In March, 1894, he removed to Valley Junction, 
attended school there, was graduated from Valley Junction High School, 
and from the Law Department of Drake University in 1907. While a 
student at Drake he acted as justice of the peace of Valley Junction. 
On graduation and admission to the bar he began practice in Valley 
Junction in an office with Charles W. Lyon, but not long afterward 
established an office in Des Moines and practiced alone. On December 
16, 1919, Governor Harding appointed him judge of the Ninth Judicial 
District to succeed Thomas J. Guthrie, resigned. By elections he served 
in that position until his death. He established a high reputation among 
lawyers and with the public for fairness, considerateness, ability and 
courage. 


Ricuarp Price was born in Freeport, Ohio, February 28, 1848, and 
died at the home of his son in Mount Vernon, New York, May 5, 1922. 
He removed with his parents to a farm in Dallas County, Iowa, in 1861, 
attended public school, and when a young man taught school for some 
time. In 1869 he entered the employ of Getchel & Sons, lumber dealers, 
at Dexter. Two years later he was placed in charge of that firm’s busi- 
ness at Earlham, and four years later at Colfax. In 1878 he was trans- 
ferred to Winterset and in 1879 he and Fred Strong bought the firm’s 
business at Winterset and conducted it as Strong & Price. In 1887 he 
was elected senator and served in the Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
general assemblies. 


SamurLt B. Garron was born in County Surrey, England, February 
3, 1848, and died in Des Moines, Iowa, October 26, 1930. Burial was 
in Woodland Cemetery. In 1854 his parents removed with their family 
to Centerville, Wayne County, Indiana, and in 1856 to Polk County, 
Iowa. He attended rural public schools in winters during his boyhood 
and later took a business course in night school. In 1868 he entered the 
bakery business in Des Moines and followed it in connection with the 
restaurant business until the time of his death, or for sixty-eight years, 
being then the oldest active business man in the city. A part of this 
time he was associated with his brother, W. T. Garton. In 1914 he was 
elected representative and served in the Thirty-sixth General Assembly. 


ArtHur Wayranp Siavent was born at Hector, Schuyler County, 
New York, July 6, 1855, and died in Des Moines, Iowa, October 28, 
1930. He attended rural school in the neighborhood of his birth, and 
was graduated from Colgate Academy, Hamilton, New York. After 
acting two years as assistant postmaster at Hamilton he took up the 
study of medicine and was graduated from Chicago Homeopathic 
Medical College in 1887, after which he was continuously in the prac- 
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tice of medicine until his death. His first practice was in Chicago. 
In 1896 he removed to Estherville, Iowa, and later to Ottumwa where 
he practiced for twenty-five years. In 1914 he was elected representa- 
tive and was twice re-elected, serving in the Thirty-sixth, Thirty- 
seventh and Thirty-eighth general assemblies. In 1925 he removed to 
Des Moines and practiced his profession principally in Beaverdale. 


Levt B. SHannon was born in Warren County, Iowa, March 28, 1877, 
and died in Des Moines November 6, 1930. Burial was in Glendale 
Cemetery, Des Moines. His parents were James M. and Agnes Shan- 
non. While still in his teens he entered the ministry. For twenty-five 
years he served the Methodist Episcopal church as a pastor, among his 
locations being Simpson Church, and Jordan Memorial Church, both in 
Des Moines, and churches at Brooks, Adams County; Cromwell, Union 
County; Wiota, Cass County; and Tingley, Ringgold County, being 
pastor at the latter place at the time of his death. In 1928 he was 
elected representative from Cass County and served in the Forty-third 
General Assembly. 


Frank Ginpert was born at Clinton, Wisconsin, November 4, 1852, 
and died in Chicago, Illinois, April 15, 1922. Burial was at Monona, 
Clayton County, Iowa. His parents, Lovell R. and Lydia Gilbert, re- 
moved with their family to near Monona, in 1857. He was educated in 
rural schools and in Monona High School. During most of his active 
business life he was a grain and live stock dealer at Monona. He held 
several local positions of trust, among them being mayor of Monona, 
and postmaster at that place. In 1919 he was elected representative, 
running as a Democrat, and served in the Thirty-fourth General As- 
sembly. 


Wuu1am J. Sayers was born in Athens County, Ohio, January 11, 
1847, and died in Marengo, Iowa, October 6, 1930. His parents were 
Ruel and Sarah Hixon Sayers. He removed to Iowa County in 1868, 
and during all his active life followed farming and stock raising and 
dealing in the vicinity of Marengo. He was successful in business and 
was a man of integrity. In 1919 he was elected representative as a 
Democrat, and served in the Thirty-eighth General Assembly. For 


several years he was president of the Iowa Valley Canning Company 
of Marengo. 


Henry E. Nicotavs was born in Wilton Junction February 29, 1860, 
and died in that town March 1, 1930. His parents were Henry Edward 
and Margaret Nicolaus. For many years he followed in his native town 
the business of a clothing merchant. He served in many public positions, 
was fire chief, member of the town council, president of the commercial 
club, was postmaster several years, and in 1899 was elected representa- 


tive and served in the Twenty-eighth General Assembly. Politically he 
acted with the Democratic party. 
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Transcription: 


I have heard it insinuated that Baker has been attempting to get you or Miles

And yet I would as soon Pe my head in 
the fire as to attempt it. I would feel myself strongly dishonored by it. 

Besides, if any one should get the nomination by such extraordinary means, 
all harmony in the district would inevitably be lost. Honest habit (and ver 
nearly all of them are honest) will not quietly abide such enormit es. I re 
such an attempt on Baker's part can not be true. Write me at Springfield, how 
the matter is, Dont show or speak of this letter, :
